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House 
boundaries 
plan in 
limbo

FRANKFORT — Lawrence 
County would have a new state rep- 
resentative under a House redistrict- 
ing plan approved last week by the 
House last week, but it’s unlikely 
that the bill will become law during 
this session of the General Assem- 
bly. 

The plan, filed as House Bill 2, 
was approved 53-46 in the House 
and sent to the Senate, where Presi- 
dent Robert Stivers has said action 
that action on a redistricting plan is 
not likely until the next regular ses- 
sion. 

The bill would put all of Law- 
rence County into the 100th House 
District, which is currently repre- 
sented by Democrat Kevin Sinnette 
of Ashland. The 100th District 
would also include part of Boyd 
County. 

Lawrence County is presently in 
the 99th District, which is repre- 
sented by Democrat Rocky Adkins 
and also includes Elliott and parts of 
Rowan and Boyd counties. 

The new 99th District would be

INEZ - Four indictments were 
issued March 7 by the Martin Coun- 
ty Grand Jury. 

Named in the true bills are: 

• Elizabeth A. Maynard, 30, of 
Tomahawk, charged with theft by 
unlawful taking over $10,000. 

According to the indictment, 
from July 27, 2012, through Oct. 22, 
2012, Maynard allegedly took mon- 
ey from Fast Lane, Inc. in an amount 
exceeding $10,000 by manipulating 
the register record and improperly 
refunding money to herself.

Lawrence County attorney responds to CVE incident

LOUISA — Lawrence County 
Attorney Mike Hogan responded 
Monday to an incident in which a 
Kentucky Commercial Vehicle 
Enforcement officer was charged 
with fourth-degree assault stemming 
from the Feb. 21 arrest of the owner 
of three coal trucks that were cited for 
traffic violations 

In an interview with The Big San- 
dy News, Hogan said that he has a 
completely different story of the inci- 
dent. 

Bobby J. “Bub” Adkins Jr., owner 
of BJJR Trucking of Fort Gay, W.Va., 
is charged in an indictment issued last 



week with license to be in possession; 
no registration receipt; failure to pro- 
duce insurance card; second-degree 
disorderly conduct; menacing; resist- 
ing arrest; third-degree assault of a 
police officer or probation officer and 
obstructing governmental operations. 

According to a police report, 
Adkins pulled over at a traffic stop 
during a coal truck inspection, became 
irate and started cursing, and was 
instructed several times to go back to 
his 2006 Chevrolet Silverado and 
leave, but he refused. 

CVE officer Darvin Marsillett 
said in his report that after Adkins 
refused to get in his vehicle and leave, 
he was instructed to put his hands 
behind his back, and he pulled away 
and tried to strike him with his fist. 



Adkins also did not show proof of the 
vehicle registration or insurance to 
the vehicle he was driving, the report 
said. 

Three people who were operating 
trucks owned by BJJR Trucking were 
also cited for traffic violations during 
the vehicle inspections . 

Hogan said Monday that he didn’t 
want to go into details regarding 
Adkins’ arrest because he didn’t want 
to try the case in the press. 

“I don’t want to go into that, but I 
can tell you that I have a completely 
different story,” Hogan said. “It will 
all come out in court. Bub (Adkins) 
was there to bring the proof after he 
got a phone call from one of the driv- 
ers who had been pulled over. I 
received a copy of the proof that night 



at my home. At that time, they didn’t 
have the overweight limit sticker, but 
they do now. They had everything 
else.” 

Hogan said CVE officers “lied” 
about his appearance onto the scene 
and didn’t tell the whole story. 

“They lied, I did not pull in there 
at a high rate of speed,” Hogan said. 
“I pulled up behind them, got out of 
my car and went over to the car where 
(CVE Sergeant Nathan) Day was sit- 
ting. When I pulled up, Marsillett got 
out of his vehicle and he was all 
puffed up and Sergeant Day told him 
to get back into his car. I told Day that 
I was on the phone with the dad and 
that he was telling me he could pro- 
vide documents of the proof they 
needed. I explained that I was there to 



try and assist the situation and they 
refused to wait for proof. I offered a 
solution and told them I had the dad 
on the phone and that they should 
allow him to bring the proof, let the 
trucks go and dump their load and go 
park until the documents could be 
verified. I suggested that they all meet 
in my office the next morning and if 
everything turned out to be legit, the 
citations could be dismissed in court 
and charges dropped on Bub and if he 
came to me trying to get a summons, 
I would refuse to give him one and 
they could do business as usual but if 
not, they could proceed to shut them 
down. Day called the captain, and I

spoke to him on the phone and 
he said no, the trucks are going 
to be towed. They were going 
to tow those trucks no matter 
what and they didn’t want to 
wait on proof. I’m not going to 
lie, I got a little firm with them 
and matter of fact after I spoke 
to them and they were so 
unwilling to listen. I told them 
this is the way its going to be 
and you can either look at the 
paperwork or not.” 

Additional supplements 
were included in the district 
court case file, including one 
from Marsillett and Day. 

Marsillett said in the report 
that he and officer Jess Staggs 
made a traffic stop on a com- 
mercial tractor trailer owned 
by BJJR Trucking Inc. to per- 
form a level two inspection. 
While conducting the inspec- 
tion and finding out the extend- 
ed weight decal expired in 
April 2012, two other BJJR 
trucks went by the traffic stop 
and that he left the traffic stop 
in order to make a traffic stop 
on the other two trucks that 
had just went past. 

According to copies of doc- 
uments provided by Hogan, 
the extended coal haul receipt 
is dated effective March 7; the 
Unified Carrier Registration 
was paid Feb. 21; commercial 
general liability insurance is 
effective from March 5, 2012, 
through March 5 of this year; 
and automobile liability effec- 
tive from Dec. 27, 2012 
through Dec. 27 of this year. 

“After getting both trucks 
stopped, I instructed them to 
return to the first truck that was 
stopped and after getting back 
to the original traffic stop I 
observed a white Chevrolet 
pickup at the traffic stop,” 
Marsillett said. “While 
approaching Staggs, I heard 
him instruct the male subject to 
return to his vehicle several 
times. After the male subject 
turned and walked away, I 
went to the next tractor trailer 
to get the paperwork for his 
truck and trailer and when I 
approached I observed the 
male subject that Staggs had 
instructed to return to his vehi- 
cle, standing on the side of the 
tractor trailer talking to the 
driver. I instructed the male 
subject to step down but he 
refused and I grabbed him by 
his right arm to turn him 
around and he took a swing at 
me in an attempt to strike me in 
the face but he missed and hit 
my left shoulder. I then pulled 
the male subject to the ground 
and placed him in handcuffs 
without further incident.” 

“I was at home sick with 
the flu, when all this was hap- 
pening,” Hogan said. “My sec- 
retary happened to see Bub 
(Adkins) in the hallway and 
she called me and told me that 
he had a knot on his head, that 
he had been arrested and that 
he had scrapes on his face as if 
he had been thrown onto the 
pavement. Then I got a call on 
my cell phone from his wife, 
and she was wanting to know 
what’s going on and said that 
he had been arrested. I told her 
I’ll take care of it and my idea 
of taking care of it was to get 
him released.” 

Hogan said he has known 
the Adkins for a long time, that 
they live in the same subdivi- 
sion and that their children had 
gone to Trinity Christian Acad- 
emy together. 

“He’s a good guy, and he’s 
just trying to make it,” Hogan 
said. “He was trying to bring 
them proof and they wouldn’t 
take it. They actually refused it 
three times, once from Bub, 
once from his wife Amy and 
then from the dad through me.” 

Hogan said he got hold of 
the district judge and explained 
that Adkins was a good person 
and would show up to court 
and asked that he be released 
on an unsecured bond. 

“It isn’t uncommon to do 
that,” Hogan said. “If you 
know the person, and they 
aren’t a flight risk and will 
show up to court. It was my 
head on the chopping block. If 
he didn’t show up, it would 
have been on me.” 

Hogan said later he got a 
phone call from Adkins’ father 
saying the officers were down 
there impounding the trucks, 
which was why Hogan said he 



originally went to the scene. 

“I told him I would go out 
there and see what I could do. 
He told me that he had all the 
proof that the trucks were legal 
to operate and that he could 
provide them if need be,” 
Hogan said. “I said let me go 
talk to them. Those trucks 
weren’t towed. They originally 
called for a tow truck, but they 
were on another run and so 
they got some different people 
to come and drive them to the 
DOT impound. If they thought 
the trucks were illegal, how 
come they could drive them 
like that? It had to be one of 
two things, they either knew 
the trucks were legal or they 
drove them thinking they 
weren’t and ran the risk of 
being involved in an accident 
with no insurance and the 
trucks were overweight. They 
did not tow the vehicles to the 
impound, they got someone 
else to drive them.” 

Marsillett said in his sup- 
plemental report that Adkins, 
after being arrested, said he 
was sorry for what he had just 
done and that he was an “idiot” 
for doing it, then stated he was 
stupid for fighting with the 
officer, that it was his fault and 
could he let him go and they 
could just start over. 

Marsillett said he placed 
Adkins in the back seat of his 
patrol car and asked his name, 
then CVE Officer Staggs 
made contact with Kentucky 
State Police Post 14 to advise 
them they had been in an alter- 
cation and asked for them to 
make contact with the supervi- 
sor and have him en route. 

Day arrived at the traffic 
stop, and after asking what 
happened, went to the rear of 
Marsillett’s patrol car and talk- 
ed to Adkins before returning 
to his car, the report said. 

Marsillett said in his sup- 
plemental report that two vehi- 
cles prior to Hogan’s arrival 
stopped behind Sgt. Day’s 
vehicle — first a female claim- 
ing to own the trucks and then 
a male who allegedly became 
irate with Day and later left 
after being instructed to get 
back to his vehicle. 

Marsillett said in his sup- 
plemental report that after the 
two people left, he transported 
Adkins to the Lawrence Coun- 
ty Sheriff’s Office and turned 
him over to the Lawrence 
County jailer for transport to 
the Big Sandy Regional Deten- 
tion Center before returning to 
the scene of the traffic stop. 

“Approximately 10 min- 
utes later, a white Jeep pulled 
in behind Sgt. Day’s vehicle at 
a high rate of speed. I observed 
a male subject get out of his 
vehicle and go to the rear of 
Sgt. Day’s vehicle. I heard the 
male subject become loud and 
irate. After hearing the male 
subject I exited my patrol car 
and walked back to see what 
was going on. When I 
approached the male subject, 
he stated that we were going to 
let all of the vehicles go and 
the guys that were driving 
were going to drive them 
away,” Marsillett said in his 
supplemental report. “The 
male subject then stated that it 
was getting ready to get bad 
and then he turned toward me 
pointing his finger in my face 
and stated that it was going to 
get even worse for me. Sgt. 
Day then told the male subject 
that he was not going to be 
making threats toward his offi- 
cers and he told me to return 
back to my vehicle, that he 
would take care of it. I went 
back to my patrol car and com- 
pleted my level two inspection. 
After the male left, I asked Sgt. 
Day who he was and he stated 
that he was the Lawrence 
County Attorney, Mike 
Hogan.” 

According to an additional 
report filed by Day, “a male 
subject wearing ball shorts, 
ball shoes, and a jacket came to 
the traffic stop driving a white 
Jeep Commander and walked 
up to the passenger side of his 
cruiser and asked who was in 
charge and appeared to be 
irate.” 

Day said in the report that 
he asked who he was and that 
he identified himself as “Law- 
rence County Attorney, Mike 
Hogan.” 

Day said in his supplemen- 
tal report that Hogan ques- 



tioned him about the incident 
and “was advised of the situa- 
tion and the outcome of the 
incident.” 

“Hogan was advised that 
the Commercial Vehicles were 
going to be towed due to viola- 
tions and he stated he was 
going to tell me how this situa- 
tion was going to go,” the 
report said. “He continued to 
inform me that we had to let 
the trucks go, let them dump 
and go back to their lot and 
park. Hogan advised all the 
citations and charges against 
Adkins was going to be dis- 
missed in court without preju- 
dice so that Officer Marsillett 
could not be sued since he ini- 
tiated the charges against 
Adkins. Hogan stated he was 
in charge, or if we impounded 
the trucks he would still dis- 
miss the citations and charges. 
Hogan said he would arrange 



for Adkins to file charges 
against officer Marsillett and a 
lawsuit in Circuit Court. I 
advised Hogan to calm down, 
at that time officer Marsillett 
walked up and Hogan advised 
that it was going to get bad out 
here and he pointed his finger 
at Officer Marsillett’s face and 
advised him it was going to get 
real bad for him. I instructed 
Officer Marsillett to return to 
his inspection and I would take 
care of this issue. Hogan stated 
he worked for the people of 
Lawrence County and he was 
going to protect them and he 
did not work for the people in 
Frankfort. I advised Hogan to 
have a seat in his vehicle while 
I contacted Captain Joey Conn. 
I informed Captain Conn of the 
issue and he spoke briefly with 
Hogan on the phone, after the 
conversation with Captain 
Conn, Hogan stated you do 



what you need to do and I will 
do what I have to do and left 
the traffic stop.” 

“I did say I don’t work for 
Frankfort,” Hogan said in the 
BSN interview. “I stand by 
that. I work for the citizens of 
Lawrence County. I’m for law 
and order, regulatory issues, 
and you can’t pull trucks over, 
then refuse documents and 
rough handle people.” 

Adkins said in a complaint 
dated Feb. 25 against Marsil- 
lett that “the defendant unlaw- 
fully and intentionally caused 
physical injury to the affiant 
to-wit: the defendant without 
provocation put affiant in a 
headlock, slammed him on the 
ground, and slammed his knee 
to his skull and back of neck.” 
After his arrest, Adkins’ 
bond was set at $5,000 unse- 
cured “per request of county 
attorney,” and an order was 



issued to release the impound- 
ed vehicles. 

Adkins was on the March 5 
docket to appear for arraign- 
ment, but Assistant County 
Attorney Sean Perdue said in 
open court that Adkins’ case 
had already been scheduled for 
a preliminary hearing March 
27 at 11 a.m. 

Marsillett was accompa- 
nied to the scheduled court 
appearance by several officers 
and an attorney, but his case 
wasn’t on the docket because 
he had not yet been served 
with the complaint against 
him. 

Perdue told the judge that 
in order to make it convenient 
for the officer, a hearing for 
Marsillett could be set for the 
same day as Adkins’ if the offi- 
cer is served.

“These grants are for 
homeowners who want to do 
the right thing but can’t 
afford a septic system or 
sewer connection,” said 
PRIDE representative Tam- 
mie Wilson. “A good septic 
system or sewer service is 
critical for the health of 
homeowners and their neigh- 
bors. They protect the 
streams, rivers, lakes and 
groundwater we all share 
and they are also required by 
state law.” 

The septic system grants, 
as part of PRIDE’s mission, 
are intended to improve the 
quality of life for homeown- 
ers and to improve the envi- 
ronment of southern and 
eastern Kentucky. 

PRIDE encourages 
homeowners to apply for a 
grant if they own the home 
that needs a septic system or 
sewer connection. If they 
have electrical service at the 
home, the electric bill must 
show the physical address of 



the residence where they 
system will be installed, not 
a post office box. They are 
also eligible if the combined 
income of everyone living in 
the home qualifies under 55 
percent of HUD poverty 
guidelines. 

Rental, lease and land 
contract properties are not 
eligible for the grant pro- 
gram. 

“Please be sure you give 
us everything asked for in 
the grant application,” Wil- 
son said. “For example the 
application tells you to 
include copies of your 
recorded deed, your last 
electric bill and the proof of 
income for everyone living 
at the home, the proof of 
income can be a recent check 
stub, federal income tax 
statement or Social Security 
benefits statement.”

comprised of all of Elliott and 
Carter counties as well as part 
of Boyd County. 

Carter County is currently 
in the 96th District and repre- 
sented by Republican Jill York 
of Grayson. If the plan is 
approved by the full House, 
Adkins and York would face 
each other in the next House 
election. 

The House redistricting 
plan approved last year but 
later ruled unconstitutional by 



the state Supreme Court split 
Lawrence County into two 
House districts, with 10 pre- 
cincts moved into the 97th 
District while eight remained 
in the 99th District. 

Other House districts in 
the Big Sandy region would 
not change drastically under 
HB 2. 

The 97th District, repre- 
sented by Democrat Hubert 
Collins of Wittensville, cur- 
rently includes all of Johnson 
and Martin counties along 
with parts of Floyd and Pike

glary and second-degree per- 
sistent felony offender. 

According to the indict- 
ment, on or about Aug. 22, 
2012, Nichols allegedly 
entered the residence of Dani- 
elle Parsley of Lovely with the 
intent to commit theft.

Despite living miles away 
from each other and in sepa- 
rate counties , Jimmy Hall and 
Amanda McClanahan shared 
similar circumstances. 

“The electric bill had been 
high for the last three or four 
years,” says Hall, of Pike 
County. “It was $500 to $600 
a month.” 

McClanahan, of Martin 
County, also struggled to heat 
her home. 

“The electric bill was way 
up there,” McClanahan says. 
“It had gotten close to $300.” 

Both Hall and McClanah- 
an, however, recently applied 
to Big Sandy Area Communi- 
ty Action Program’s Weather- 
ization Assistance Program, 
which improves home energy 
consumption, reduces energy 
costs, and produces a healthi- 
er, safer, and more comfort- 
able environment in eligible 
homes in Floyd, Johnson, 
Magoffin, Martin, and Pike 
counties. 

After Hall, 48, was 
approved for the service, a 
weatherization evaluator com- 
pleted an energy audit of his 
home. Then, the crew set to 
work making needed repairs 
including installing insula- 
tion, smoke alarms, and car- 
bon monoxide detectors, plac- 



ing a cover around the water 
heater, covering the ground 
under the mobile home with 
thick plastic, and coating 
vents with mastic. 

“Mastic coats the inside of 
the vents, dries like hard rub- 
ber, and seals off air,” explains 
BSACAP Weatherization 
Crew Leader James Moore. 
“The furnace is not going to 
run as long if the ducts are 
sealed with Mastic.” 

Moore continues, “Putting 
plastic on the ground helps 
reduce moisture, and a water 
heater cover cuts down on hot 
water and electricity by not 
working the water heater as 
hard.” 

The crew also put the 
equivalent of 12 inches of 
insulation beneath the home’s 
floor. 

“Covering the water heater 
and adding insulation will 
produce the biggest savings,” 
Moore said. 

Similar repairs were made 
to the home McClanahan 
shares with her teenage son 
and toddler daughter. 

In addition to better insu- 
lating the home, laying plastic 
on the ground, hanging smoke 
alarms and carbon monoxide 
detectors, covering the water 
heater, and sealing the vents in 



McClanahan ’s home, the 
weatherization crew also 
replaced the furnace, a back 
door, and a front widow, 
repaired the floor, patched 
sheet rock on outside walls, 
coated the roof, and installed 
energy-saving light bulbs, 
storm windows, and a range 
hood. 

According to BSACAP 
Weatherization Crew Leader 
Greg McCarty, the range hood 
will reduce moisture. 

“The new range hood 
draws moisture and smoke 
out,” McCarty said. “If mois- 
ture settles into sheet rock, it 
creates a mold issue.” 

The roof was coated to 
reflect the sun, which also will 
help heat the home. 

McCarty says McClanah- 
an will “tell a big difference” 
thanks to the weatherization 
repairs. 

In fact, McClanahan start- 
ed feeling a difference before 
the crew had completed their 
task. 

“Before, it stayed chilly,” 
she said. “I wore two pairs of 
socks yesterday.” 

“Now, you don’t feel a 
cold draft coming in and I can 
play on the floor with her,” 
McClanahan said as she 
motioned to her daughter. 
“My son appreciates the light 
bulbs. He says it’s a lot bright- 
er, but he says I burn him up 
now, too.” 

Hall’s experience mirrors 
McClanahan ’s. 

“They’re still working, 
and it’s already made a differ- 
ence,” Hall said. “It’s hot in 
the back. Last night, I was 
sweating back there.” 

Hall added, “The crew’s 
doing a great job.” 

McClanahan echoed Hall’s 
sentiments. 

“It’s helped us out a lot 
and I appreciate everything 
they’ve done,” she says. “I’m 
grateful for it.”
